Catching the bigger 
basses, be it large mouth or small 
mouth, requires a knowledge of 
their nature, a study of their 
weaknesses. One thing the bass 
finds hards to resist is a lure be 
ing retrieved at an exceedingly 
fast speed. Another is a lure 
moved so slowly that it taxes your 
patience. Bass are caught mostly 
along the banks of bayous on flats 
in Idkes where they feed. From 
now on when the water gets warm- 
er th: bass will hit most any type 
of surface bait expecially when the 
tide is falling. All you need is a 
fly er casting rod with the proper 
bait. If you don’t know what bait 
to use ask some local fisherman 
and he will tell you what they are 
hitting. Don’t buy a bait because it 
looks good, there are a lot of baits 
made just to sell.

FARM SUBSIDIES 
SUFFERING BECAUSE... 
FINANCIAL PROBLEMS” 


| WASHINGTON, D. C. — Senator 
James O. Eastland (D-Miss.) charg- 
‘ed this week that farm subsidies, 
tare being made “the whipping boy 
for the financial problems of our 
government.” 


In a speech on the floor of the 
U. S. Senate, Eastland declared 
that Budget Director Kermit Gor- 
don “assaulted the farmer and 
farm programs enacted by Con- 
gress in. an unjustified manner in 
a recent national magazine arti- 
cle.” 


“In this act,” Senator Eastland 
said, “Mr. Gordon u-urped the 
policy - making power of the Con- 
gress in a vital domestic field. The 
Bureau of the Budget was not 
created for this purpose.” 

He characterized the farm pro- 
gram as “the highest - paying in- 
vestment of public funds yet made. 

Senator Eastland said that since 
Gordon’s article several newspa- 
pers have taken up the criticism 
of farm expenditures. He cited in 
particular a syndicated column by 
Eric Sevareid which described the 
farm program as a “conspicious 
waste” and said that spending is 
“about seven times what it was 30 
years ago.” 

The statement is misleading, 
Senator Eastland said, because pro- 
portionately the total federal bud- 
get has far outdistanced farm

| Fr-e and full debate is the very

igovernment. Any attempt to 
| restrict full discussion by the 
! Senate is a real and present danger 
that can destroy the checks and 
balance system sct up in the Con- 
stitution, and which we have fol- 
lowed during most of the history 
of our Nation. 

One of the rights of a democracy 
is the right fully: to explain and to 
plead one’s position.

as was expected dredging oysters 


in Mississippi is possibly the main 
reason for the season being extend- 
ed. 


. The inspection Friday revealed 
that there are still oysters on the 
reefs, although there is less area 
suitable for dredging this year than 
during the past two years. 


This season, 110 permits were is- 
sued for boats over 30 feet to 
dredge on the state reefs, com- 
pared to more than twice that 
many last season. 

One reason for less boats in the 
rea is because of fewer out-of- 
state fishing boats working in Mis- 
sissippi. The season this year open- 
2d at the same time of dredging 
season in other states. 

“We should harvest all of the 
marketable oysters we can each 
year,” Demoran stated. 

He explained any marketable 
oysters left could be lost b>fore 
the next season. Working oyster 
reefs also prevents oysters from 
growing in undesirable clusters, 
he added. 

Dredge boats this year are con-, 
fined to working on the reefs closer! 
to the coastline. This summer oys- 
ter predators caused heavy damage
